INCOME LEVELS IN THIS COUNTRY have risen steadily in the past 
few years and most Canadians have had more money to spend than ever 
before. This period of prosperity hag followed in the wake of the depres- 
sion of the 1930’s and for many people it has been the first time in almost 
@ decade that they could adjust their living standard to an adequate income. 
This is trve of farmers as of other classes of workers. In Western Canada, 
drouth as well as the depression had created an economic disaster which 
will never be forgotten by the people here. At that time it was impossible 
for farmers to meet all their financial obligations and many of them were 
forced to go deeply into debt.

provinces. At that time it was estimated that the amount owed for mort 
gages and agreements of salé alone was $166,661,000 of which Manitoba 
owed $29,650,000, Saskatchewan $99,367,000 and Alberta $39,734,000. At 
the end of 1946, however, this debt had been reduced to $52,035,000, with 
Manitoba owing $7,479,000, Saskatchewan $33,879,000, and Alberta $10,- 
677,000. These figures, which are given by the Dominion Mortgage and 
Loans Association, show clearly that the farmers are wisely using their 
iricreases in income to reduce their debts and to consolidate their financial 
position. ,

Good Times May by which mortgages have been reduced, it is 
Not Continue assumed that the rest of the farm debt has 
a s likewise been substantially cleared. In fact, 
it is considered probable that farmers would pay their accounts to mer- 
chants, municipalities and banks before commencing to pay off their mort- 
gages. Although accurate figures are not available, economists are of the 
opinion that the total farm debt for the prairie provinces may now be less 
than $270,000,000. In using his increased income to thus. reduce his debts 
and strengthen his finagcial position the prairie farmer has set an excellent 
example to the rest of Canada. Perhaps better than anyone else, he realizes 
that good times do not always last and he also knows that in his case, un- 
favourable climatic conditions can seriously affect his income. It would be 
well indeed, if everyone in Canada was using the present period of prosper- 
ity to the same advantage as is the western farmer.

The importance of germination, 
disease, and other seed tests in 
assisting farmers to assess the value 
of their own grain for seeding 


purposes cannot be over-empha- 


sized, This year, particularly, there 
is so much low grade grain in the 
country that farmers would be well 
advised to have the seed .they 
intend to sow next spring tested for 
germination. It is true, of course, 
that seed of wheat, oats, barley and 
flax may look thin and weathered, 
and yet germinate strongly—and 
then it may not.

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Research And Progress 


DURING THE WAR GREAT PROGRESS was made through scientific | 
research. Because of the fact that almgst from the beginning, it was real- 
ized that weapons developed both for offense and defence were likely to be 
the decisive factor in the winning of the war, unprecedented resources in 
personnel and money were allocated to scientific work, The development 
of the atom bomb, which ended the war, proved the inestimable value of 
this work to the United Nations, The magnitude of the results obtained 
when great sum6 of money and large staffs of trained workers were made 
available for research has caused the public to question why such results 
cannot be continued in time of peace, in‘medical, industrial and agricultural 
research where there are so many problems, the solution of which would 
add greatly to the comfort and prosperity of mankind. While they may 
not be as urgent as the problems of war, there is little doubt as to their 
importance to our social and economic progress. 

* * * * * 
In the United States recently the National Scientific 
Research Board recommended that one per cent. of 
the national income should be spent for research. 
In that country such an expenditure would amount 
The Board called the development of research work ‘a 
major factor in national suryival’” and based the great need on the facts 
that normal sources of ai he knowledge in Europe have been “dried up” 
and that it is most important that a new generation of scientists should be 
produced on this continent “who will think boldly and daringly.” The re- 
port suggested that 44 per cent. of the available money should be spent on 
non-military research, 14 per cent. for medical research and 22 per cent, for 
military purposes. Since Canada has been closely associated with the Unit- 
ed States in the field of scientific research this report, although presented 


to the American government, should be of interest to Canadians.

Valuable Sugar 
Beet Crop To 
Be Harvested 


While Smaller Than Record 
Tonnage Of 1946 Returns 
Will Be Greater In Value 


CALGARY. — Harvesting of the 
most valuable crop of sugar beets 
ever produced in Southern Alberta is 
in progress, says T. George Wood, 
general manager of Canadian Sugar 
Factories, Ltd. for which all com- 


mercial sugar beets raised in Alberta 


are grown under contract. 

It is estimated this year’s crop of 
beets, to be harvested on 29,200 
acres, will return in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000,000 to the 1,400 South- 
ekn Alberta farmers raising sugar 
beets on irrigated land.
